1. Matyas DANKO reported to L0D.VEDI’s hotel at 0900. Since the latter 
registered with hio true name, DANKO had no difficulty in establishing contact 
with LODvKIN in his hotel room. After exchanging infometion mutually about 
their families DANKO told LODi'iEIN how pleased he was to meet finally someone 
whom he could trust and ^^ith whom he could talJc over his personal problems and 
obtain honest, benevolent adviCe. He clearly stated that he seeks counsel in 
regard to the future of his intelligence work. 

2. IjOU/JEIN acknowledged that he knows DANKO is involved in intelligence 
work for the MtlBK, a fact known to him from the past. DANKO went on to state 
that he works for the liHKv, which in turn works for the U. 3. intelligence 
service. This v;rrk, hov/ever, does not proceed to his satisfaction. He is not 
satisfied with the methods used, and it appears to him that the Americans back- 
ing his group are weak. DANKO went on to state that there must be an Aifterican 
organization which is stronger cind more competent than the group with which he 
is vrorking and asked L0D//EIN whether the latter would be in a position to pro- 
vide such contact. LDDrffiilN answered that he has social contacts with Americans 
in Frankfurt and that he could try to find someone who would te interested in 
DANKO, provided be had an idea of what DANKO has to offer and saw why DANKO now 
looks for additional American contacts. 

3. DANKO answered that he does not know who the Americans sponsoring his 
MHBK group in Jtaich are. He has contact only with tv/o men: 

a. Captain 'Antal RADNOeZY. 

. i j )( b. ^ Colonel Kalmai ABAY, editor-in-chief of the MHBK periodical 
i "Hadak Utjan«.‘ 

He receives a salary of ANS 800 per month, plus ANS 350 for administrative ex- 
penses. This salary is handed to him monthly by RADKOCZY and occasionally by 
A BAY. He went on to say that approximately six months ago he was also in touch 
with Sandoi^ HAHOTl, but he is no longer in business contact with the latter 
(DANKO furnished no explanation and was asked for none). 

4 . DANKO continued that he has worked for this ‘group for approximately 
three years. Originally the group was headed by Gen J HOCOSSY-STROBL until the 
latter was replaced by Capt. RADNOCZY. DANKO maintains that throughout this 
time he was honestly and fairly treated, and for this reason he feels that he 
ovres loyalty to Antal RADNOCZY and Kalman ABAY. At the same time he came to 
feel in recent months that something had gone wrong not only with the ^^HBK but 
also with the intelligence group for which he works. DANKO estimates. that in 
approximately 2 or 3 months tl:ic group v/ill no longer be in a position to support 
him and his operations. He drew this conclusion from the rapidly decreasing 
salary he receives. Originally he received ANS 3>000 per month. He went on to 
say that he would not now drop his work and abandon the group just because he 
receives less salary, especially since he has known Col. ABAY— also a Gendarme — 
for a long time.
